ively, shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  au- 
thorized and  required,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  secretary  of  State,  and  accord- 
ing to  such  instructions  as  he  shall  give, 
pursuant  to  this  act,  to  cause  the  number 
of  toe  inhabitants  within  their  respective 
districts  and  territories  to  he  taken,  omit- 
ting, in  such  enumeration,  Indians  not 
taxed,  and  distinguishing  free  persons 
Including  those  bound  to  service  for  a 
term  of  years,  from  all  others;  dislin 
gnishing,  also,  -the  sexes  and  colors  of 
free  persons,  and  the  free  males  under 
ten  years  of  age  ; those  of  ten  years  and 
under  sixteen;  those  of  1 5 and  under  26  j 
those  of  twenty  six  and  under  forty  five  ;

. or- justice  of  the  peace,  resident  within 
their  respective  districts  or  territories, 
before  they  enter  on  the  duties  required 
His  act.  The  oath  or  affirmation  of 
the  marshal  shall  be  as  follows:  I,  A.

See.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That 
every  assistant  failing  or  neglecting  to 
make  a proper  return,  or  making  a false 
return,  of  the  enumeration  to  the  mar- 
shal, within  the  time  limited  by  this  act. 
shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dol- 
lars, recoverable  in  the  manner  pointed 
out  in  the  next  section  of  this  act. 

See.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted. 
That  the  marshals  shall  file  the  several 
returns  aforesaid,  and,  also,  an  attested 
copy  of  the  aggregate  amount  hcrcinaf 
t r directed,  to  b transmitted  by  them- 
respectively,  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
with  the  clerks  of  their  respective  dis- 
tricts, cr  superior  courts,  (as  the  case 
may  be,)  who  are  hereby  directed  to  re- 
ceive, and  carefully  to  preserve  the  same. 
And  the  marshals  respectively,  shall,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  April,  in  t lie 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-one,  transmit  to  the  secretary  oi 
stale  the  aggregate  amount  of  each  des- 
cription of  persons  within  their  r*  sped 
ive  distric  ts  or  territory  s.  And  every 
marshal  failing  to  file  the  returns  of  his 
assistants,  or  the  returns  of  any  of  them, 
with  the  clerks  of  their  respective  courts 
as  aforesaid,  or  failing  to  return  the  ag- 
gregate amount  of  each  description  of 
. ersons  in  their  respective  distri  ts  or 
territories,  as  required  by  this  act,  and 
as  the  same  shall  appear  fiom  said  re- 
turns to  tin  secretary  of  state,  within  the 
time  limited  by  this  ad,  shall,  for  every 
such  offence,  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars;  which  forfeitures  shall  he 
recoverable  in  the  courts  cf  the  districts 
or  tei’fHorics  where  the  said  offences 
shall  be  commut'd  r or  within  the  cir- 
cuit courts  held  within  the  same  by  ac- 
tion of  debt,  information,  or  indictment  ; 
the  one  half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  li- 
nked Statt  s,  and  the  other  half  to  the  in- 
former  ; but  where  the  prosecution  shall 
lie  first  instituted  on  behalf  of  the  United 
States,  the  whole  shall  accrue  to  their 
use.  And,  for  the  more  effectual  dis- 
cov  ry  of  such  offences,  the  judges  of 
th  several  district  courts  in  the  several 
districts,  and  of  the  supreme  courts  in 
the  territories  of  the  United  States,  as 
aforesaid,  at  their  next  session,  to  be  held 
after  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed 
for  making  the  returns  of  the  emime- 
tion  herd  y directed,  to  the  secretary  of 
state,  shall  give  this  act  in  charge  ’to  tin 
£rand  juries  in  their  respective  courts, 
and  shall  cause  the  returns  of  the  severs* 
assistants*  and  the  said  attested  copy  cf 


*»e  aggiegate  amount,  to  be  laid  befor 
hem  for  their  inspection. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Tha 
"very  assistant  shall  receive  at  the  rat 
of  one  dollar  for  every  hundred  person? 
»v  him  returned,  where  such  persons  re- 
side in  the  country;  and  where  sue- 
persons  reside  in  a city  or  town,  contain 
mg  more  than  three  thousand  persons, 
such  assistant  shall  receive  at  the  rate  of 
one  dollar  for  every  three  hundred  per- 
sons ; but  where,  from  the  dispersed  sit- 
uation of  the  inhabitants  in  some  divi- 
sions, one  dollar  will  be  insufficient  for 
or.e  hundred  persons,  the  marshals,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  judges  of  then 
respective  districts  or  territories,  may 
make  such  further  allowance  to  ti  e as- 
sistants in  such  divisions  as  shall  be 
deemed  an  adequate  compensation  ; — 
Provided,  the  same  does  not  exceed  one 
dollar  and  twenty  five  cents  for  every 
fifty  pe  rsons  by  them  returned  ; Provi- 
ded further,  that  before  any  assistant,  as 
afoi  esaid,  shall  he  entitled  to  receive  said 
compensation,  he  shall  take  and  sub- 
sciibe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation, 
before  some  judge  or  justice  cf  the 
peace,  authorized  to  administer  the  same 
to  wit : — I,  A.  13.  do  solemnly  swear  or 
affirm,  that  the  nun  ber  of  persons  set 
forth  in  the  return  made  by  me,  agreea- 
bly to  the  provisions  of  the  act,  entitled 
4‘  An  act  to  provide  for  taking  the  fourth 
census  or  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  United  States,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses,**  have  been  ascertained  by  an  ac- 
tual inquiry  at  every  dwelling-house,  or 
of  the  head  of  every  family,  in  exact  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  said  act ; 
and  that  I have,  in  every  icspect,  fulfil- 
led the  dutn  s required  of  me  by  said 
act;  and  that  I have,  in  every  respect, 
fulfilled  the  duties  required  of  me  by 
said  act,  to  the  best  of  my  abilities,  and 
that  the  return  aforesaid  is  correct  and 
true,  according  to  the  best  of  my  know- 
ledge and  belief.  The  several  mar- 
shals shall  receive  as  follows  : the  mar- 
shal of  the  district  of  Maine,  two  hun- 
dred and  fitly  dollars;  the  marshal  of 
the  district  of  New  Hampshire,  two  bun 
Jrcd  and  filly  dollars;  the  marshal  of 
the  district  of  Massachusetts,  three  hun- 
dred dollars  ; the  marshal  ot  the  district 
of  Rhode  Island,  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars;  the  marshal  of  the  district  <f 
Connecticut,  two  hundred  rlollais;  the 
marshal  of  the  disliict  of  Vermont, vtwo 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  the  marshal 
of  the  southern  district  of  New  York,  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars ; the  marshal 
of  t..e  northern  district  of  New  York, 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  the  mar- 
shal of  the  district  of  New  Jersey,  two 
hundred  dollars;  the  marshal  of  t hr  eas- 
tern district  of  Pennsylvania,  three  hun- 
dred dollars;  the  marshal  of  the  west- 
ern district  ol  Pennsylvania,  two  hun- 
dred debars  ; the  marshal  of  the  district 
of  Delaware,  one  hundred  dollars  ; the 
marshal  of  the  district  of  Maryland, 
three  hundred  dollars;  the  marshal  of 
the  eastern  district  of  Virginia,  three 
hundred  dollars;  the  marshal  of  the 
western  district  of  Virginia,  two  hun- 
dred dollars;  the  marshal  of  the  district 
of  Kentucky,  three  hundred  dollars 
the  marshal  of  the  district  of  Noith 
Carolina,  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars; 
t c maiihal  of  the  district  of South  Car- 
o.ina,  three  hundred  dollars;  the  mar- 
shal ol  the  district  of  Georgia,  three 
hundred  dollars;  the  marshal  of  the 
d strict  of  east  l ennessec,  one  hundred

tory, one  hundred  dollars;  the  marshal 
oi  the  Michigan  territory,  one  hundred 
dollais;  the  marshal  of  the  Arkansas 
territory*  one  hundred  dollais. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that 
every  person  whose  usual  place  of  abode* 
shall  be  in  any  family,  on  the  said  first 
Monday  in  August  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty,  shall  be  returned  as 
of  such  family  ; and  the  name  of  every 
person  who  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  any 
district  or  territory,  without  a settled 
place  of  residence,  shall  be  inserted  in 
the  column  of  i\\L  schtdule  which  is  al- 
lotted lor  the  hfcads  of  families  in  the  di- 
vision where*  he  or  she  shall  be  on  the 
said  first  Monday  in  August;  and  evei  • 
person  occasionally  absent  a?  the  lime  of 
enumeration,  as  belonging  to  the  place 
!in  which  he  or  she  usually  resides  in  the 
United  Stat  s. 

S**c.  6.  And  be  if  further  enacted,  that 
each  and  every  free  person,  more  than 
[sixteen  years  of  age,  whether  heads  of 
families  or  nor,  belonging  to  any  family 
! within  any  division,  district,  or  territo- 
ry, made  or  established  within  the  Uni- 
jted  States,  shall  be,  and  htu  eby  is,  obli- 
j ged  to  render  to  the  assistant  of  the  di 
; vision,  if  required,  a true  account,  to  the 
best  of  his  or  her  knowledge,  of  every! 
! pei son  belonging  to  such  family?  rcs-| 


pert  vely,  according  to  the  several  des- 
criptions aforesaid,  on  pain  f f.  rfoit-ng 
twenty  dol  ars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recov- 
ered, in  an  action  of  debt,  by  such  as 
distant ; the  one  half  to  his  own  us*-,  and 
t e other  half  to  the  use  of  the-  United 
Mates. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that 
each  and  every  ass. stant,  previous  to  ma- 
king Ins  return  to  the  maiihal,  shall 
cause  a correct  copy,  signed  by  himself, 
of  the  schedule  containing  the  number 
of  inhabitants  within  his  division,  to  be 
set  up  at  two  of  the  most  public  places 
within  the  same,  there  to  remain  for  the 
inspection  cf  all  concerned  ; for  each  of 
which  copies,  the  s .id  assistant  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  two  dollars;  Provid- 
ed, proof  of  the  schedule  having  been 
set  up  and  suffered  to  remain,  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  marshal,  with  t lie  re- 
turn of  the  lumber  of  persons;  and  in 
case  any  assistance  shall  fail  to  make 
such  proof  to  the  marshal,  as  aforesaid  , 
he  shall  fcrfei  the  compensation  allow- 
ed him  ny  tins  act. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  i further  enacted , that 
the  secretary  of  state  shall  be,  and  here- 
by K authorized  and  required,  to  trans- 
mit to  the  marshals  of  the  several  dis- 
tricts and  territories,  regulations  and  in 
nructions  pursuant  to  this  act,  for  car- 
lying  the  same  into  effect,  and  also  the 
forms  contained  therein,  of  the  sche- 
dule, to  he  returned,  and  such  other 
forms  as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying 
this  act  into  execution,  and  proper  inter- 
rogatories to  he  administered  by  the 
several  persons  to  be  employed  in  taking 
the  enumeration. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted , 
l hat  in  those  states  composing  two  dis- 
tri ts,  and  where  part  ol  a county  may 
lie  in  each  district,  such  county  shall  be 
cons  dered  as  belonging  to  that  district 
in  which  the  court  house  o:  said  county 
may  be  situate. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted 
l hat  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  t lie  several 
marshals,  and  their  assistants,  at  the  time 
lor  taking  the  said  census,  to  take,  un- 
der the  direction  cf  the  secretary  of 
state,  and  according  to  such  instructions 
as  he  shall  give,  and  such  forms  as  lie 
si  all  prescribe,  an  account  of  the  seve- 
ral manufacturing  establishments,  and 
their  manufactures,  within  their  several 
districts,  territories,  and  divisions;  the 
said  assistants  shall  make  return  of  the 
same  to  the  mars  alsof  their  respective 
districts  or  territories;  and  the  said  mar- 
shals shjfcll  transmit  the  said  returns,  and 
abstracts  thereof,  to  the  secretary  of  state, 
at  the  same  time  at  which  they  are,  by 
ih>s  act,  required,  respi ctively,  to  make 
ihcir  returns  to  the  secretary  of  state  ; — 
lor  the  performance  of  which  additional 
service,  they  shall,  respectively,  receive, 
as  compensation,  therefor,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  per  centum  in  addition  to  the 
sums  allowed  by  this  act,  to  be  appor- 
tioned in  proportion  to  the  servicu  ren- 
dered, under  the  direction  of  the  secre- 
tary of  state. 

See.  1 1.  And  be  it  further  enacted. 
That  in  all  cases  where  the  superficial 
content  of  any  county  or  parish  shall  ex- 
ceed forty  miles  square,  and  the  number 
of  inhabitants  in  said  parish  or  county 
shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred, the  marshal  or  assistants  shall  be 
allowed,  with  trie  approbation  of  the  jud- 
ges of  the  respective  districts  or  territo- 
ries, such  further  compensation  os  shall 
be  deemed  reasonable;  Provided  the 
same  does  not  exceed  three  dollars  for 
every  fifty  persons  by  them  returned. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted , 
That  when  the  aforesaid  enumeration 
shall  be  completed,  and  returned  to  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  by  the 
marshals  of  the  states  and  territories,  be 
shall  direct  the  printers  to  congress,  to 
print,  for  the  use  of  the  congress,  fifteen 
hundred  copies  thereof.

The  republication  in  the  Gazette  or 
last  week  of  the  article  from  the  Com- 
mentator, appears  to  hare  wounded  the 
sensibility  and  injured  the  feelings  of  the 
editor  or  the  Monitor.  We  judge  so 
from  several  circumstances.  The  par- 
agraph on  the  subject  in  his  last  paper, 
is  one  evidence  of  it ; besides,  one  of  the 
editors  of  the  Gazette  received  a note 
from  him  on  Wednesday  evening  last, 
•f  which  the  following  is  an  extract : 

44  The  article  copied  from  the  Com- 
44  mentator  into  the  last  Gazette,  in  rela- 
44  tion  to  the  Monitor,  is  accompanied 
44  by  a communication  signed  Washing- 
44  ton,  representing  it  as  containing 4 home 
44  truths.'  My  object  is,  to  ascertain 
44  whether  you  intended  to  express  your 
44  approbates  of  that  article,  and  to  co- 
44  incide  with  the  sentiment  of  your  a- 
44  nonymous  correspondent ; and  to  re- 
44  quest  you,  if  you  did  not  so  intend,  to 
44  do  me  justice  in  your  next  paper.  In 
•4  making  this  request,  I wish  it  to  be 
44  distinctly  understood,  that  I desire 
44  to  avoid  a controversy  with  you,  unless 
44  it  were  really  your  intention  to  pro- 
44  Yoke  one.  1 cannot  but  regard  the 
41  manner  in  which  the  article  was  insert- 
44  ed,  as  conveying  the  idea  to  the  pub- 
44  lie,  that  you  meant  to  approve  and  a- 
44  dopt  its  assertions.  If  such  were  not 
44  your  intention,  I shall  be  happy  to  be 
44  convinced  of  my  error." 

In  publishing  the  article  from  the 
Commentator,  we  certainly  did  not  in- 
tend to  adopt  it,  or  the  sentiment  of  our 
Correspondent,  as  our  own;  nor  did  we 
design  that  the  world  should  so  under- 
stand it.  The  Dame  of  the  author  of 
* Washington"  was  left  with  us,  and  to 
him  exclusively  we  expected  responsi- 
bility would  be  attached,  if  any  necessi- 
ty for  responsibility  should  exist. 

It  was  never  our  wish  to  court  a con 
troversy  with  any  of  our  brethren  of  the 
type.  In  republishing  the  article  allu- 
ded to,  such  a motive  did  not  enter  our 
minds.  But  we  wish  it  clearly  under- 
stood, that  we  never  will,  on  proper  po 
litical  or  other  occasions,  within  the  pro- 
vince of  the  press,  shrink  from  contro- 
versy—and  >ve  once,  for  all,  avail  our- 
selves of  this  opportunity  to  say,  that  in 
publishing  communications  we  do  not 
consider  it  an  adoption  of  the  sentiments 
ofour  correspondents  asmatterof  course, 
unless  there  is  no  responsible  author  left.

Various  amendments 
had  been  proposed — and  among  the  rest 
one  by  Mr.  Vandyke,  of  Delaware,  to 
extend  its  provisions  to  other  classes  of 
the  community,  besides  the  merchants. 
The  amendment  was  incorporated  in 
the  bill,  25  to  13. 

A bill  is  before  each  branch  of  the  na- 
tional legislature,  for  the  adjustment  of 
land  titles  in  Louisiana,  Missouri,  and 
Arkansas.  We  know  not  tho  details  ; 
but  presume  that  every  description  of 
Spanish  grants  is  included. 

Mr.  Charles  I.  Nicholas , late  a clerk  , 
in  the  United  States  Bank  at  Philadel- 
phia, has  been  appointed  by  the  mother 
board  Cashier  of  the  branch  at  Rich- 
mond. 

The  steam  boat  Swift,  rigged  as  a 
barge,  was  to  depart  on  the  5th  inst.

The  duke  tof  Orleans,  wh< 
was  at  the  opera,  arrived  immediately, 
accompanied  by  the  dutchess  and  made- 
moiselle. M Pasquicr  came  shortly 
afterwards,  bringing  with  him  in  his 
carriage,  M.  Dupuytreu.  The  surgeon 
bled  the  prince  three  times,  and  washed 
the  wound  with  warm  lotions.  The  in- 
ternal hsemorrhage*making  an  alarming 
progress,  cupping  was  applied,  which 
made  his  royal  highness  suffer  so  much, 
he  exclaimed:  UM.  Dupuytreu , E- 
pargnez  moi — Je  sen*  ma  position — Jt 
nc  cro  is  pas  que  cel  a serve  a rien  ** 

M.  dcCr.zes  was  seated  in  one  comer 
of  the  chamber,  in  indescribable  grief. — 
The  assassin  was  interrogated  in  the 
presence  of  M.de  Gazes,  and  declared, 
boldly  declared,  that  he  had  meditated 
the  murder  ever  since.  1814,  and  that 
he  had  quitted  Metz  for  Calais  in  the 
intention  of  assassinating  the  king  on  his 
rentrecy  but  that  lie  arrived  too  late;  that 
he  had  at  length  resolved  on  the  exter 
minntion  of  the  duke  de  Bern,  as  the 
youngest  of  the  family,  knowing  that 
nature  would  soon  dispense  him  from 
the  necessity  of  abridging  the  days  of  the 
king.  The  monster  was  employed  in 
the  saddlery  of  the  king. 

M.  Jacquionct  dc  Pampclunc  exami- 
ned him:  a second  dagger  was  found  on 
his  person. 

Mademoiselle  fainted  twice,  nor 
would  the  dutchess  d’Orleans  leave  the 
bedside  of  the  prince  till  the  king  order- 
ed her  away. 

The  duke  de  Berri  died  at  6 o’clock, 
in  the  arms  of  his  Majesty.*

It  appears  ho  was 
one  of  those  who  went  and  returned  will 
Bonaparte  from  Elba,  and  has  since 
been  employed,  tip  to  the  very  time  o 
he  fatal  deed,  in  his  majesty’s  hunting 
establishment. 

“The  prince  having  expressed  a dc- 
ire  to  sec  his  infant  daughter,  when  slit 
was  brought  to  him  in  her  cradle, 
at  4 o’clock  in  the  morning,  he  kissed 
he  babe  and  gave  it  liis  benediction, 
pronouncing  these  remarkable  words:— 
Poor  Infant,  I wish  that. you  may  be  less 
unfortunate  than  the  rest  of  vuj family .” 
“The  dutchess  dc  Beni  fell  senseless 
when  her  august  partner  expired.  She 
was  torn  irom  the  side  ot  her  departed 
husband.  When  she  recovered,  sh 
threw  herself  on  her  knees  before  the 
king;  and  implored  him  to  grant  lie: 
leave  to  return  to  Naples. 

The  assassin’s  name  is  Pierre  Joseph 
Louvcl.  He  has  been  examined  before 
the  ministers,  when  his  replies  were  as 
follows: 

Q.  What  induced  you  to  commit  this 
crime? A.  My  opinions,  my  senti- 

ments. 

Q.  What  arc  they? — A.  I think  the 
Bourbons  are  tyrants,  and  most  cruel  en- 
emies of  France. 

Q.  In  that  supposition,  why  did  you 
attack  the  duke  de  Berri  in  preference 
to  the  vest? — A.  Because  he  is  the 
youngest  prince  of  the  royal  family,  and 
seemed  to  be  destined  to  perpetuate  that 
race  hostile  to  France. 

Q.  Do  you  repent  your  act? — A.  No. 

Q.  Had  you  any  instigator, any  accom- 
plice?—A.  None. 

Yesterday,  [the  11th  inst.]  an  indivi- 
dual, amongst  a group  An  the  Place  Ca- 
rousel, uttered  many  seditious  expres- 
sions, and  dared  to  exhibit  a ferocious 
joy,  at  the  deed  which  has  plunged 
Fiance  in  mourning.  The  persons  a- 
round  him,  whom  sentiments  of  grief 
had  induced  to  repair  to  the  vicinity  of 
the  Louvre,  took  him  into  custody,  and 
escorted  him  to  the  Police  office. — Jour- 
nal dcs  Delates. 


An  extraordinary  proposition  was 
made  in  the  chamber  of  deputies  by  M. 
de  Cousser.gucs,  viz.  that  the  Chamber 
should  agr <*e  to  an  act  of  impeachment 
against  M.  de  Gazes,  44as  an  accomplice 
in  the  assassination  of  the  duke  de  Bcr- 
Such  a motion, as  might  be  expect- 
ed, produced  a strong  sensation  among 
the  members,  and  the  violent  murmurs 
which  burst  forth  from  all  sides,  compel- 
led the  proposer  to  descend  from  the 
tribone. 

Accounts  from  Spain  arc  to  a late 
date,  and  the  affairs  of  the  Spanish  in- 
surgents appear  to  be  declining.  The 
suppression  of  the  revolt  may  strengthen 
the  government,  but  its  occurrcrfce  must 
have  weakened  the  nation,  as  regards  fo- 
reign objects. 

In  the  evening  of  the  24th  of  Jan.  col. 
Botaldc  with  some  other  individuals,  at- 
tempted to  cause  a rising  of  the  people 
of  Cadiz — but  was  unsuccessful,  and  he 
(led.  Gov.  Valdes  issued  a proclama- 
tion, that  no  assembly  ofimorc  than  three 
persons  should  be  allowed — -that  no  per- 
so»s  should  be  permitted  to  stop  in  tav- 
erns, and  all  tables  and  benches  are  to  be 
withdrawn — coffee  houses  to  be  closed 
at  dark,  and  no  visitors  to  remain  therein 
— and  all  the  king’s  arms  to  be  returned 
on  pain  of  death.  Jan.  23,  king  Ferdi- 
nand sent  a complimentary  letter  to  the 
people  of  Cadiz. 

On  the  1 5th  ult.  the  revolutionary 
gen.  D’Evcreux,  gave  in  England  an  en- 
tertainment to  the  deputies  from  Vene- 
zuela, New  Grenada  and  Buenos  Ayres, 
on  taking  his  final  leave  of  England.  A- 
mong  the  toasis  was  “Sir  F.  Flood,  and 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  coloniz- 
ing the  General’s  extensive  tract  of  land 
in  S.  America."

Hague , Dec.  23,  IS  19. 
The  king  of  Spain  has  appointed  the 
Marechal  dc  Camp  Vivas,  successor  t< 
Mr.  Onis,  and  he  is  now  in  Paris  on  his 
way  to  his  destination. 


A Paris  paper  of  the  18th  ult.  states, 
that  Count  Flic  Dccazes  is  no  longer 
minister.  Y csterday  morning  all  the  fa- 
mily of  Decazes,  stepfather,  stepmother, 
wife  and  sister,  prostrated  themselves  at 
his  feet,  who  for  more  than  48  hours  had 
been  in  a state  of  dejection,  and  suppli- 
cated him  to  fly  irom  the  storm  which 
was  gathering  over  bis  head.  Moved 
by  their  attachment,  and  overcome  with 
fear,  this  favorite  minister  went  to  the 
Thuillcricsat  1 o’clock,  and  begged  the 
king  to  accept  of  his  resignation,  ac- 
knowleding  that  this  measure  was  indis- 
pensable to  the  safely  of  the  monarchy. 

The  alarm  in  the  public  is  such,  that 
a great  number  of  foreigners  quit  Paris 
with  precipitation,  being  fearful  that  a 
revolution  is  about  to  take  place.  Yes- 
terday and  (o-day  it  was  almost  impossi-j 
ble  to  obtain  post  horses.  No  doubt  the! 
assassination  of  the  duke  of  Berri  is  the; 
first  cause  of  this  alarm;  but  is  it  not  pro  j 
bablc  that  it  has  been  increased  by  the; 
imprudent  remarks  of  the  newspapers,' 
and  by  the  measures  proposed  by  the 
government  to  the  Chambers? 

When  Louvcl,  the  assassin,  was  inter- 
rogated by  the  minister  of  the  interior, i 
the  following  question  was  put  to  him.  - 

“As  you  have  said  that  you  did  not 
fear  death,  why  did  you  fly  when  you  as- 
sassinated the  prince? — lie  reft  lied,  cool- 
ly, to  assassinate  another.  m 

W hen  Iris  food  was  brought  to  him,  he 
refused  to  receive  it,  because  it  was  lean, 
and  said  that  it  would  not  give  him 
strength  enough  to  sustain  the  numerous 
questions  that  were  put  to  him. 

These  answers  of  Louvel  arc  aston- 
ishing, but  the  following  is  still  more  hor- 
rible. W retch,  said  a magistrate  to  him, 
»o  you  know  that  the  prince  has  been  so 

i .d  as  to  ask  the  king’s  pardon  for  his 
murderer?  I do  not,  answered  Louvcl. 
shedding  tears.  . 

You  are  moved,  continned  the  magis 
-rate,  with  so  generous  and  noble  an  act. 
If  this  excellent  prince  could  revive,  you 
would  not  commit  again  so  great  a crime? 
Yes,  I would,  answered  Louvel. 

It  is  said  that  M.  do  Gazes  has  dared 
o present  himself  at  St.  Cloud,  the  resi 
.encc  of  the  duchess  de  Berri.  He  was 
not  introduced,  and  it  is  added,  that,  as 
soon  as  she  heard  his  name  pronounced, 
the  princess  eagerly  caught  her  infant  in 
her  arms  and  fled  to  her  apartment. 

In  the  chamber  of  Peers,  M de  Gazes, 
himself,  appeared,  with  an  ordinance  of 
the  king  constituting  that  chamber,1 
pursuant  to  the  56 cl  article  of  the  char-; 
ter,  and  the  57th  of  the  penal  code,  a 
Judicial  Tribunal,  for  the  purpose  of' 
trying  forthwith  the  criminal.  In  the] 
course  of  the  short  speech  with  which  he! 
prefaced  this  ordinance,  M.  dc  Gazes 
made  the  following  observations.  They 
arc  an  additional  proof  of  the  political 
motive  of  the  assassin: — 

“If  t liis  crime,"  said  the  Minister, 
“fills  our  hearts  with  profound  indigna- 
tion, what  must  be  our  feelings,  when 
the  confessions  of  the  criminal  himself, 
(who  glories  in  liis  offence)  informs  us, 
that  the  august  individual  who  hat  fall-' 
«n,  was  not  the  only  one  whuse  death! 
wss  meditated,  but  that  all  those  upon; 
whom  cut*  destinies  rest,  to  whom  were' 
forever  linked  our  fidelity  and  love,  were, 
condemned;  and  that  the  most  sacred 
life,  as  well  as  the  most  necessary  to  the 
country,  had  equally  its  fatal  termination 
in  the  designs  of  the  criminal." 

Such  was  the  terrific  declaration  of„ 
the  Prime  Minister  of  France  to  the  as- 
sembled Peers.  Can  it  be  possible, 
then,  that  the  wretched  Louvcl  is  with- 
out accomplices? 

Paris,  Feb.  13. 

The  Madrid  Gazette  has  not  arrived 
with  the  post  of  to-day.  Cadiz  was  to 
submit  on  the  31st  January,  to  the  Gov- 
ernment proclaimed  by  the  Insurrection- 
al army,  in  conformity  to  a Convention 
concluded  on  the  28th,  between  the  Bi- 
shop Cienfucgo  and  General  Don  Anto- 
nio Quiroga.  Wc  are  also  informed, 
that  Corunna  has  pronounced  in  favour 
of  the  Constitution  and  Cortes.  The 
greatest  part  of  the  letters  from  Spain 
received  at  Bordeaux,  from  the  5th  to 
the  7 ih,  have  on  the  bead  of  them, 
“Liberty  to  Constitution."

Yesterday  in  the  morning,  M.  Yives, 
a general  in  the  Spanish  service,  and, 
charged  with  a diplomatic  mission  to  thej 
Congress  of  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca, arrived  at  Paris.

the  feelings  of  the  people  of  England  to- 
wards me.  It  hac  been  the  most  grati- 
fying communication  to  my  mind,  and  . I 
trust  in  Heaven  1 shall  ever  continue  to 
leserve  their  good  opinion.  My  tradu- 
cers  and  enemies  in  England,  have  again 
field  secret  inquisition  at  Milan,  through 
the  means  of  spies,  and  many  old  servants 
w ho  have  been  sent  from  the  house  for 
bad  conduct. 

A jgr.  C- , Mr.  P. , a Col.  B 

-and  lord  S- , have  been  making 

all  sorts  of  enquiry  into  my  private  con- 
duct. My  legal  advisers  were  informed 
of  this  in  April  last,  and  I should  have 
gone  to  London  at  that  period,  had  I not 
been  otherwise  advised,  it  being  the  wish 
of  my  legal  advisers  that  they  should  first 
see  me  iu  France.  I came  to  Lyons  for 
that  purpose,  and  after  waiting  anxious 
ly  their  arrival  for  some  weeks,  I found 
they  could  not  meet  me.  The  air  being 
too  cold  for  my  health,  I took  the  reso- 
lution of  fixing  my  winter  residence  at 
Marseilles,  where  I have  been  two 
months,  and  have  expected  to  see  my  le- 
gal advisers,  but  I have  again  been  dis- 
appointed, and  Heaven  knows  when  they 
will  be  able  to  meet  me.

I should  not  have  taken  up  my  pen  so 
soon  to  trouble  you,  if  I had  not  this 
morning  received  a letter  from  Paris 
from  a particular  friend,  which  commu- 
nication stated  to  me,  that  the  English 
vmbassador  mentioned  the  impossibility 
of  his  paying  me  due  respect.— And  as- 
sured my  friend  that  the  government  of 
Paris,  he  feared,  would  make  my  resi- 
dence there  far  from  agreeable,  and  my 
friend  advised  me  not  to  visit  Paris  un 
dcr  such  circumstance  s.  I never  had 
any  wish  to  visit  that  mctropololis,  but 
the  desire  alone  of  seeing  my  legal  ad 
risers,  and  that  was  the  sole  object  ol 
my  travelling  into  France.  I am  so  un- 
comfortable here  under  such  a govern 
rnent,  that  I intend  leaving  M arse  lies  on 
the  20th  of  this  mouth,  and  shall  return 
into  Italy.  Incase  my  presence  should 
be  necessary  in  England,  I will  come  by 
sea,  and  not  expose  myself  to  the  possi- 
bility of  being  badly  received  by  the  fa- 
mily of  the  Burbouns.  The  present 
King,  when  in  a distressed  situation,  was 
well  received  by  my  late  father’s  court 
at  B runs  wick-pa  lace,  and  every  comfort 
was  afforded  to  him  : but  such  great 'per- 
sonages have  tfie  talent  to  forget  wl  ere 
they  have  received  civilities.  In  a strange 
country  I think  the  daughter  should  at 
least  have  been  kindly  received,  with 
out  pom^>  or  parade,  but  lira  friendly  way; 
that  was  all  I expected  as  I travelled  in- 
cognito.

South  America. 


The  following  information  has  been  fur- 
nished us  from  a highly  respectable 
source,  on  which  a perfect  reliance 
may  be  placed. 

News  from  Angostura  to  the  begin- 
ning of  January,  reached  this  city  yester- 
day. The  progress  of  the  Patriots  in 
New  Grenada,  continued  with  great  ra- 
pidity. On  the  2 1st  of  October  last,  a 
battallion  of  the  division,  destined  to  act 
upon  the  South,  entered  Popayan  : which 
place  was  piecipitatcly  abandoned  by  the 
Royalists,  at  the  approach  of  the  Patriots. 
Great  numbers  of  deserters  join  the  Pa- 
triots, in  spite  of  the  excommunications 
which  the  bishops  have  fulminated  a- 
g:\inst  the  rebels,  at  the  request  of  the 
Spanish  chiefs.  This  powerful  auxiliary 
of  despotism  some  time  ago,  seems  to 
have  lost  efficacy  with  the  rebels.  The 
next  news  will  probably  inform  us  of  the 
emancipation  of  Quito,  and  the  approach 
of  the  Patriots  to  the  frontiers  of  the  vice 
royalty  of  Lima,  where  their  success  was 
well. known,  and  very  much  feared  by 
the  royal  authorities  of  the  capital  of  Pe- 
ru, according  to-the  communications  re- 
ceived .in  the  United  States,  a few  days 
past,  from  the  officers  of  the  Macedonian. 
General  Bolivar  left  Angostura  for  the 
army-  on  Lhe  24th  of  December  ; on  the 
1 4 tii  of  the  same  month,  General  Bolivar 
appeared  before  congress,  and  gave  an 
account  of  the  campaign  in  New  Grena- 
da,with  that  frankness  and  modesty  which 
only  belongs  to  the  chief  of  a republic, 
lie  aho  communicated  to  car.grc.pg  the 
ardent  desire  of  the  people  0i  New  Gren- 
ada for  the  union  of  that  country  with 
V epczucla.  A committee  was  appointed 
composed  of  members  from  New  Gren- 
ada and  Venezuela,  to  prepare  a bill  for 
the  union  o:  these  two  countries.  On  the 
17th  the  law  of  the  union  of  New  Gren- 
ada and  Venezuela  was  passed? and  these 
two  countries  form  at  present  the  Repub- 
lic of  Columbia. 

The  new  organization  of  the  state  re- 
quired the  appointment  of  a President  & 
Vice  President  of  the  Republic  ; and 
thre  vice  presidents,  for  the  great  depart- 
ments in  which  the  republic  has  been  di- 
vided by  the  fundamental  law.  Accord- 
ing to  the  constitution,  congress  is  vested 
with  the  authority  to  nominate  to  those 
appointments,  and  they  elected  by  an  u- 
nanimotrs  vote  General  Simon  Bolivar 
President  and  F.  A.  Zea,  Vice  President 
of  the  Republic  of  Columbia;  J.G.  Ros-J

DIED— On  Tuesday,  the  25th  day 
•f  January,  1830,  Miss  Polly  R.  Finch, 
in  the  bloom  of  her  life,  aged  1 9 years, 
the  daughter  of  Mr  William  Finch  of 
Woodford,  Ken.  She  died  of  a linger- 
ing complaint,  which  baffled  the  skill  of 
the  physician  who  attended  in  her  ill- 
ness : also  the  tender  parents’  aid,  and 
all  the  affections  of  her  brothers  and  sis- 
ters, and  the  prayers  and  intercessions 
of  tfle  minister  who  visited  her  a few 
days  before  her  death.  But  all  was  in 
Vain.  The  Master  had  Come,  and  called 
for  her.  She  had  many  friends,  but 
none  of  them  could  reclaim  the  spit  it ; 
for  Jesus  said,  •«  where  I am,  there  shall 
my  friends  be." 

On  Sunday  evening,  her  father  sent 
for  me  to  come  and  see  his  daughter, 
who  was  at  tne  point  of  death,  & great- 
ly desired  to  see  me.  Hearing  that  she 
was  not  expected  to  live  till  morning,  I 
delayed  no  time,  but  started  and  arrived 
there  between  eight  and  nine  in  the  night. 
It  was  an  inclement  evening,  and  after 
drying  and  warming  myself,  I walked 
into  her  room.  She  was  very  glad  to  see 
me,  and  asked  me  to  pray  for  her,  and 
•Iso  let  me  know  she  had  wanted  'prayer 
for  sumo  tim** ; b nr  it  appeared  she  had 
neglected  to  let  her  tender  father  know 
it.  As  soon  p#  he  knew  her  wish,  he 
cent  for  me  without  delay.  She  was  ve- 
ry weak,  and  I saw  that  her  time  was 
•hort.  I asked  her  if  she  had  any  hope 
cf  being  saved,  or  if  she  had  thought  of 
eternity  ? she  replied  she  had — two  years 
•go,  she  had  been  alarmed  under  a ser- 
mon I delivered.  But  at  times  it  wore 
off,  especially  when  in  company  with  her 
young  companions ; and  that  she  never 
heard  me  preach  afterwards,  but  it  left 
deep  remorse  on  her  mind — that  one 
week  past,  she  had  obtained  a hope  in 
the  Lord  Jesus.  She  let  me  know  that 
her  grand  mother  had  come  to  see  her, 
and  told  her  it  was  time  to  think  of  eter- 
nity, and  that  her  exhortation  was  much 
blessed.  But  she  was  so  weak,  it  was 
painful  lor  her  to  speak,  or  to  convey 
her  ideas.  She  said  if  she  should  live, 
she  would  join  the  church  cf  which  1 
am  a member.  I told  her  as  it  was 
painful  to  her  to  converse,  I would  ask 
her  questions,  and  she  might  answer  me 
by  the  motion  of  her  head,  without  speak- 
ing, and  I could  understand  her.  I then 
asked  her  every  material  question  about 
the  work  of  Grace  in  her  heart,  and 
she  gave  me  full  evidence  that  the  Lord 
had  brought  her  from  Death  unto  Lite, 
and  that  she  was  prepared  to  die  ; which 
gave  satisfaction  to  her  father  & friends, 
although  none  of  them  professed  religion. 
I read  a chapter,  and  after  singing  seve- 
ral hymns,  I prayed  for  her.  After  some 
time  I went  to  bed  ; in  the  morning  I 
walked  into  her  room,  and  found  her  very 
•matt,  for  she  had  rested  well  and  was 
much  refreshed.  After  singing  Sc  pray- 
ing, I was  about  to  start  home,  but  be- 
ing informed  it  was  her  request  that  I 
should  preach  a sermon  before  I left  the 
house  j for  it  seems  that  she  thought  it 
would  be  the  1st  would  ever  hear 
in  this  world.  I preached  from  the  o4th 
psalm,  19th  verse— •“  Many  are  the  a. 
ffictisns  of  the  righteous,  but  the  Lord 
delivereth  him  out  of  them  all.”  Sh<' 
•xpressed  herself  much  gratified.  I bid 
her  farewell,  and  returned  home.  ’ But 
alas  l the  chariot  wheels  of  death  were 
moving  very  fast,  and  the  king  of  ter 
•ors  was  just  at  hand.  However,  I ban 
all  reason  to  believe  she  was  prepared  to 
meet  his  fatal  blow;  as  a perfect  resig- 
nation pervaded  her  mind,  with  a strong 
hope  which  removed  all  fears,  and  that 
she  would  meet  death  without  any  ter- 
ror, trusting  in  her  blessed  Jesus,  for  she 
spoke  the  language  of  a Heaven-born 
soul.  How  sweet  it  is,  to  die  in  the  arms 
of  Jesus  ! He  can  make  a dying  bed  soft- 
er than  downy  pillows — while  all  the 
waves  of  Jordan  must  roll  back  at  his 
command  l O let  me  die  the  death  of  the 
righteous,  and  let  my  last  end  be  like 
his.  But  how  wonderful  was  the. deal- 
ings o'  the  Almighty  with  this  young  la- 
It  seems  she  was  informed  of  her 


Tenth  by  a Itcam.  Four  months  previ- 
ous to  her  death,  she  dreamed  that  the 
-5th  day  of  January  she  should  die.  She 
old  her  dream,  and  it  soon  was  spread  a- 
Oroad.  The  Thursday  before  her  death 
she  was  taken  in  a faintly  way,  and  to 
all  appearance  was  gone,  to  fetch  breath 
no  more.  Her  mother  said  to  her  fath 
er  that  Polly  was  gone,  and  she  was  gor- 
ry  for  one  thing — the  old  gentleman 
wished  to  know  what  it  was.  She  in- 
formed him  that  his  daughter  wished  to 
talk  to  him  for  more  than  a week  past ; 
but  it  was  now  too.  late.  Deep  remorse 
with  distress  took  possession  of  His  mind, 
to  think  it  was  forever  too  late,  and  he 
should  never  know  what  she  wanted  to 
talk  to  him  about ; and  whilst,  (although 
she  was  gone  to  awake  no  more)  she  sud 
denly  came  too  again  and  revived  be- 
yond the  hopes  of  all  present,  her  father 
took  his  chair  and  sat  by  her  bed  side, 
and  told  her  he  was  willing  to  hear  any 
thing  she  wished  to  say  to  hinx  How 
solemn  the  scene,  to  see  a much-beloved 
daughter  preaching  to  her  ancient  fath- 
er and  friends  1 It  looked  like  one  sent 
from  the  dead,  to  warn  him  to  repent  ; 
for  she  clasped  her  father  round  the 
neck  and  thanked  him  for  his  care  and 
attention,  and  that  he  had  done  all  in  his 
power  to  save  her  life.  But  all  had  fail 
ed,  and  she  must  die.  She  urged  him 
to  repent,  to  make  his  peace  with  the 
Lord,  and  get  religion,  or  else  a separa- 
tion must  take  place  in  the  world  to 
come — for  unless  he  was  born  again, 
he  could  never  be  seen;  and  she  then 
called  her  two  oldest  brothers,  and  ex 
horted  them  to  repent  and  mend  their 
ways,  and  believe  in  Jesus  before  it  was 
too  late.  It  seems  that  her  mind  was  ex 
panded  for  all  the  family,  from  her  fath 
er  and  mother  down  to  her  brothers  and 
sister  and  to  the  poor  black  people.  She 
exhorted  and  gave  good  advice — am 
when  she  had  done  her  duty,  she  seem 
ed  composed.  We  will  now  return  to 
her  dream.  She  lived  several  days ; at 
length  the  25th  day  rolled  round,  and  ma- 
ny come  to  see  her  dream  tulfiiicd.  She 
inquired  of  her  mother  and  aunt  to  know 
what  day  of  the  month  it  was;  they  a- 
voided  telling  her,  through  fear  that  it 
would  frighten  her.  At  length  she  en- 
quired of  her  cousin,  who  faithfully  told 
her  it  was  the  25th  day.  She  replied  it 
was  her  time  to  go,  and  did  not  secin  the 
least  agitated ; but  requested  that  I 
would  preach  her  funeral  sermon.  A- 
bout  one  half  hour  by  sun,  in  the  eve- 
tung,  she  bid  adieu  and  fell  a sleep  in 
the  arms  of  her  beloved  Jesus,  where 
she  will  rest  till  he  comes  in  the  clouds 
of  Heaven  to  awake  his  sleeping  saints  ; 
then  we  shall  see  her  again — and  may 
her  friends  and  dear  relatives  be  prepa 
red  to  meet  her,  where  death  can  no 
m re  separate,  but  where  they  shall 
spend  a long  and  everlasting  day  in  love 
and  praise.  May  this  narrative  be  the 
life  and  rise  of  many  pu  clous  souls,  and 
may  she  still  prea  h,  though  being  dead; 
for  it  is  onlv  the  enris’ian  that  can  die  in 
peace,  and  we  may  ail  remember  that  in 
d very  little  time  the  place  that  knows 
ns  now,  will  know  us  no  more  ; and  that 
there  is  no  act  cf  pardon  past  in  the  cold 
grave  to  which  we  haste.

The 
yellow  will’ be  beautiful,  of  various  shades, 
from  a pale  to  a rich  gold  color  And  the 
Nankeens  are  wart  anted  to  be  so  far  superior 
to  the  East  India  nankeen  color,  as  to  be  in- 
distruclible,  while  a fibre  of  the  cloth  is  re- 
maining. Cloths  died  in  this  way,  are  more 
durable  than  when  dyed  of  the  nankeen  color 
made  with  coperas,  as  the  keen  particles  of 
iron  in  coperas,  must  cut  the  fibres  of  the 
cloth,  and  produce  what  is  commonly  called 
“ a rotten  color,'* 

Various  other  colors  will  be  dyed  as  the  bu- 
siness may  progress,  by  the  encouragement 
of  a public  already  sufficiently  tonvinced  of  the 
propriety  of* making  every  thing  at  home.
